not lost sight of throughout the years. The Recorder, takes this 
opportunity of wishing all its readers “A very Merry Christmas and 
a Happy and Prosperous New Year.” 


A UNIFIED POLICE FORCE 


Admittedly the most efficient police force in Canada by 
long odds is the R.C.M.P., and one wondets ‘when viewing the sit- 
uation from purely a Canadian viewpoint, why local politicians can- 
not see the folly of their ways, and agree to the administration of the 
criminal preventive service under one central body. The advantages 
are numerous and might be summarized as follows: An_ increased 
meastire of co-ordination in the national police system; the main- 
tainance ofan adequate standard of efficiency throughout the whole 
force; uniformity of training and of general service conditions; ef- 
fective co-operation with other countries in dealing with Interna- 
tional Crime; avoidance of overlapping jurisdiction; the develop- 
ment of a police policy on a basis of national, rather than parochial, 
efficiency, and, absence of local interference in police duties and ap- 
pointments. In addition, a single unit would cost considerably less 
to maintain than would a multiplicity of separate organizations, and 
would result in a substantial financial saving to the country at large. 


TWO OR MORE PARTIES 


There are.some rather queer inconsistencies in the logic 
of Mr. E. L. Gray. We agree with him that one of the curses of 
Alberta has been the multiplicity of political parties. We have with 
us, much to the regret of, many, the Social Credit Party. Mr. Grey 
proposes: a co-operative group in opposition, consisting of an ad- 
mixture (which won't mix) of Liberals, Conservatives, U.F.A., 
Labour and presumably C.C.F. Well, if we understand the English 
language, that will mean at least five parties, including the one in 
power. Yes, Mr. Grey, multiplicity of parties has been a curse in 
Alberta, but creating, fostering and maintaining them will not help 
the situation one iota. If there is any consolation to be had from 
Mr. Grey's suggested method of opposing Mr. Aberhart's govern- 
ment, the Social Crediters are getting it, and well they might. 


COMMUNISM AND FASCISM 


There are, generally speaking, three schools of thought 
in international affairs concerning methods of Government, namely; 
Communism, its counterpart Fascism, and Democracy. Both of| the 
first two are alike in their desires to suppress Democracy and to 

tule with the iron hand, But there is an essential difference in, the 

two-nevertheless. Comnmnimists are out to destroy nationhgod and 
patriotism by ruthless violence——Fascists are out to preserve them 
by exactly the same policy. Fascism was born as the antidote to 
Communism. 

In Canada, if we can believe the evidence given at the 
Regina enquiry, the statements of authorities such as Supt. J. F. 
Mead of the R.C.M.P., and Colonel C. E. Edgett of Vancouver, Com- 
munism has obtained quite a foothold. So far the evidence of a 
Fascist movement is almost nil, but Fascism will arise in Canada al- 
most as certainly as it arose in Germany and Italy, unless Democ- 
racy takes stock of itself and puts its house in order. Those who 
believe in the RusSian system and have any elements of decency or 
fair dealing within their souls, can get but little satisfaction out of 
Stalin's boast in the recent Russian elections that “he was elected 


before the elections were held.” 


BRITISH DECAY

He cites as evidence of British decay: Britain's fail- 
ure to follow the United States in proposed opposition to Japan’s 
conquest of Manchuko, her feeble protests over the Italian conquest 
o, Ethiopia, her vacillating policy in the Spanish Civil war, her im- 
otence in the face of Japan's latest act of aggression in China, and 
inally the blasting of the popular conception of British fairpla 
which prevailed prior to the abdication of Edward a year ago. i 
is an imposing indictment, but not being in the innermost Councils-of 
the nation and not knowing what the actual facts may have been in 
~each case, we are not disposed to argue. We will still pin our faith 
in the British Empire however, if for no.other reason than the ‘one 
_ which Mr. Gerard gave the Kaiser when asked what chances the 
British armies had against the Kaisers’ well trained legions: “Your 
Majesty, they will lose every battle but the last one.” We were not 
aware that American diplomacy had succeeded where the British 
had failed, and until the last battle, diplomatic or otherwise, is fought 
we will string along with the Union Jack, thanks.

COLONIES 


Chancellor Hitler's Augsbureh speech recalls Si 
solini’s outspoken demand that Germany Shall be given place 
in the sun with the return of her African colonies. The col- 
Onial problem would be difficult if the only question at issue 
were: Ought Germany to regain the colonies she lost in the 
World War? But it is complicated by a further considera- 
tion. How great is Germany's desire for colonies? 

Superticially the answer is simple enough. At first sight 
it appears unlikely Signor Mussolini should not be acquaint- 
ed with Germany's policy. But there is a further point: As 
European statesmen see it, if Germany does not soon expand 
into a colonial empire, she may move immediately in Central 
Europe. It is obvious thaf, {between an excursion in the 
neighborhood of Austria which borders upon Italy, and an 
excursion in Africa, Signor Mussolini would undoubtedly 
prefer that Germany should try the latter. 

Then too, Whitehall and the Quai d’Orsay cannot quite 
forget that Herr Hitler has written a book that contains an 
elaborate outline of the policy he would wish Germany. to 
pursue. That policy would appear not to include the own- 
ing of colonies. ‘ ais 

err Hitler's objections to an energetic colonial policy 
were twofold, In the firstyplace it might lead Germany into 
conffict with Britain, whose friendship he has declared over 
and over again is essential to the prosperity of Germany. 
This, however, would riot in itself indicate more than that 
Germany. would be willing to delay he demand for colonies if 
Britain were unalterably opposed to it. It does not neces- 
sarily mean that Germany does not want colonies if she can 
get them. ’ 

But Herr Hitler has also said that several European na 
tions are like pyramids standing unsteadily upon their points 
with small territories at home and huge empires abroad, and 
are therefore fundamentally weak. Their responsibilities are 
greater than their resources for bearing them. Such an ar- 

ment, suggests that Germany would: not desire colonies 
in any circumstances, Herr Hitler is himself a German- 
It would be quite natural for him to 
long before all else for a reunion of all the “Germanies,” 
which would mean a policy of expansion first of all in Europe.
